“draw the outlines of my plan; but fince my appointment to my prefent 


office, where, from fituation, I am almoft entirely fecluded from fociety, £ 


_ have employed the intervals of leifure in the execution of my arduous un- 


dertaking. After four years.labour, Ihave prepared for the prefs the Gi- 
hiftin and Béfidn of Sddy, the Behdriftan of JFamy, the Ukhlékulmihsinee of 
Cajhefy, with the lydrae-dénifh and three volumes of letters by Aéulfuz/: to. 
which will be added, fketches of the lives, and remarks on the writings, of 


_ thofe eminent authors, The whole, making eight quarto volumes, will be 
publifhed as {peedily as poffible, either in Calcutta or in England, as cir-- 


eumftances may allow. 


To the Gilifidn Ihave added a complete Englifh verfion. The other 
works have only notes and verbal indexes; my advanced time of life not 


allowing me to perfevere any farther in this laborious undertaking: and 
more efpecially, as I am under engagement to Government to compilea practi- 
eal Diétionary of the Perfian language.

Having thus completed my original defign, in regard to the.Perfian claf- 
ficks, I fhall now proceed to print the Di@ionary, which I flatter my- 
felf will be publifhed in the year +806, It will be compofed of three parts, 
viz. Part I. a practical Diétionary, Perfian Arabick and Englifh. Part IT. 
Perfian Phrafeology, confifting of numerous examples. Part III. a practi- 


cal Dictionary, Englifh and Perfian. By the means of my notes and the ver- 
bal indexes to the Perfian claflicks, I now poffefs examples of upwards of 
thirty thoufand Perfian and Arabick words, from which I fhall make a fe- 
lection of familiar phrafes, for the’ fecond part of the Dictionary.

The text is founded on a very. valuable copy, in the Nu/kh character, 
which has been collated with five other manufcripts, befides the printed 
edition of Gentius, and that publifhed in Calcutta, Gentius comes the 
neareft to the old manufcript, but the Calcutta copy pofleffes confiderable 


merit, being much more correét than the generality of paanuenee, procu- 
rable in Hindooftin. es 


In the Englifh part, I have omitted a few paffages, which althoiigh not 
-offenfive to the coarfe ideas of native readers, could not pofibly be tranfla- 
ted into our language, without tranfgreffing the bounds of decency. The 


learned reader will difcover thefe few cy particularly i in the i, 6th 


and 7th chapters. 


From the nature and extent of my plan, a. very Alene critic, may eafi- 
ly find particalar places for animadverfion; but thofe who are capable of 
appreciating the labour of fuch an undertaking, will candidly pals fentence 


on the general -merit of the performance, and make liberal ailowanee for 


any trifling errors, that may happen to fall under their obfervation.

TALE XV.

I have fome {kill in arithmetic, as you know; and if through your intereft 


any office can be obtained, that will be the means of making my mind eafy; during the remain- - 


der of my life, I fhall not be able to exprefs my gratitude.” I faid, ‘* alas! my friend, the fervice 
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of princes has two fides; the expectation of a livelihood, and the dread of. lofing one’s life; 
amd it is contrary to the opinion of the wife, for the fake of fuch hope to fall into fuch danger. | 
No one cometh to the. poor man’s houfe, faying pay the taxes on yeur ground or garden, either 
be prepared to encounter anxiety and grief, or expofe your inteftincs to the crow. ‘He 
replied, ‘* this fpeech is not applicable to my cafe, you have not anfwered my queftion; have you 
not heard the faying? that whofoever is guilty of difhonefty his hand trembles on render- 
ing his accompt. Redtitude is the means of conciliating the divine favor. I never faw any one 
loft on a ftraight road: and the fages have remarked that four kinds of perfons are mortally 
_ afraid of four others; the oppreffor dreads the king, the thief dreads the watchman, the adul-

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Live not extravagantly while in office, if you with that on your removal from it, your enemy ey 


have no power to injure you. Be upright in your condu&, O my brother, and ftand not in awe 


of any one. The fullcr beats foul cloths only, againft the ftone.” I replied, << the ftory of ‘the 


fox furts you exactly, who on being feen running away and limping, fome one atked’ what 
calamity occafioned him fo muclr trepidation. He replied, I hear that they are going to prefs 
a camel into the fervice. The other obferved I like your impudence, what relationthip is there 


between you andacamel, and what refemblance have you to that animal. He replied? Be filent, 
for if the malignant, out of evil defign, fhould fay this is a cathel, and I thould be feized, 
who would be fo folicitous for my relief as to order .an enquiry into my ‘cafe?’ and ‘before’ ‘the 
antidote can be brought from Irak, he who has been bitten by tlie’ fiiake may be dead: 
Thus, although you poffefs:.fuch worthinefs and: integrity, yet the envious af€ in’ ainbuihi; 
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and the enemy fitting in a corner; if they fhould mif-reprefent your worthy difpofion, and you fhould 
incur the King’s difpleafure, and fall under his refentment, who will be able to {peak in your behalf ? 


It feems moft advifable that you fhould moderate your defires, and give up all thoughts of preferment; 


for the fages have remarked that in the fea there are good things innumerable; but that if you. 


with for fafety, you muft feek iton the fhore.” My friend hedrd thefe words, was difplea- 
fed, looked angrily, and began to fpeak with a degree of afperity, faying “ in all this what 
is there of wifdom, propriety, intelligence or penetration? and the words of the fages are 


. werified, namely, that friends are ferviceable in prifon, for that at table enemies affume the 


appearance of fricnds. Account not thofe your friends, who in profperity boaft of their attache 


ment and brotherly affection. 1 confider him as my friend, who takes me Y the hand in the 
feafon of adverfity and diftrefs.”” 
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I (perceived that his mind was perturbated, and that he confidered my advice as an excufe 
for not ferving him. I therefore waited on the fuperintendant of the finances, and through 
the means of an intimacy which had formerly fubfifted between us, I reprefented the 
circumftances; in confequence of which he gave my friend fome {mall appointment.’ In a fhort 
{pace of time, they faw the worthinefs of. his charater, and his good management met 
with approbation.

chaftifed. The king’s officers, mindful of his former benefits, corifidered themfelves pledged 
thereby to fhew him gratitude; therefore whilft he was under their cuftody, they treat. 
ed him with courtefy and kindnefs, neither exercifed any feverity nor allowed. any reproaches. 
If you withto preferve peace with your enemy, whenever he flanders you in your ablence, 


in return praife him to his face; at any rate as the words will iffue from the lips of the 


: pernicious man, if you wifh that his fpeech fhould not be bitter, make his mouth fweet. He was 


acquitted on fome of the King’ 's accufations, and for the remainder he continued in prifon. One of the

‘{peét, even if ‘his father and mother thould turn him out with difpleafure. I faw a peacock’s 
feather i in the Teaves of a Koran. I faid, I confider this an honer much greater than. your quality 
sdeferves. He zeplied, be filent, for whofoever has ‘beauty, wherever he puts his foot, doth not every 
‘one receive him with refpect? ‘The fon who is endowed with elegance and beauty, careth not 
for his father’s anger. 
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Heisa rare pearl, let him not remain in the parent fhell ; and of a precious seal: every one will be 
the purchafer. Fourthly, a {weet finger, who with the throat of David arrefts the waters in their 
courfe, and fufpends the birds in their flight; confequently, by the power of this perfection, 
he captivates the hearts of mankind in general, and the ‘religious are defirous of affociating with 
him.

The prize was beftowed on him, together with 


other rich gifts. After this, the boy burnt his bow and arrows, and on their atking 


him, why he had done fo he replied, ‘* that this my firft repute may be lafting.”

the almighty confift of rich men, who have’ the difpofi tion. of durwaithes, and of durwaifhes . 
poffeffed of noble minds. The _greateft rich man is he who relieves the diftreffes of the poor; , 
= the beft of durwaifhes is he whe looketh not to the rich for his fupport : for God hath faid, 

‘ He who trufteth in god, requires no other's help.” ‘The Cazy, having ceafed “reprehending me, .,
